The bubonic plague has appear­ 
ed at several points in the tropics and 
vessels which came here from those 
points

bring

Where the disease is known such ves­ 
sels w ill be quarantined and presum­ 
ably the rats will be killed, says the 
Philadelphia Press. 
N evertheless, the 
danger of plague gaining a foothold 
will alw ays exist so long as there are 
cases of plague In 
countries 
with 
which we have commercial relations 
and rats find tolerance within the city 
limits. 
New Orleans has discovered 
a plague-infected rat and we presume 
It will take precautions suggested by 
that fact. 
It suppressed yellow fever 
by exterm inating the 
yellow 
fever 
mosquito and we have no doubt It will 
rid itself of rats if convinced that it 
Is the only way to bar the bubonic 
plague from that very susceptible city. 
San Francisco warred upon Its rats 
with thoroughness and euocess 
and 
practically 
suppressed 
the 
plague 
which is alw ays threatening it through 
Its trade with Asia. 
W e do not eui>- 
Ijose the plague would appear here in 
any case in its severe form, but never­ 
theless we should take no chances. 
The rats should go. 


The conclusion is reached by a Lon­ 
don Journal from observation of the 
Increasing number of American women 
who go to Europe alone that "Ameri­ 
can husbands are a drag on their wom­ 
en folk when traveling abroad.”

and 4) adds illumination 
by calling 
especial attention to these traditions 
to which the Jews adhered so 
tena­ 
ciously. 
Thus we can see that their 
ideal of man’s relation to God 
was 
largely a matter of external ceremony. 
Purity to them was an outward mat­ 
ter, something largely governed by the 
traditions of men and which they had 
‘‘received to hold” v. 5. 
The answer 
of Jesus reveals a very opposite ideal. 
He begins by calling the Pharisees 
hypocrites. 
A hypocrite is a 
play 
actor, one who hides behind a mask. 
Then applying the prophecy of Isaiah, 
Jesus tells the Pharisees that they 
are hiding their true character behind 
the mask of ceremonial 
cleansing. 
Such play acting is but a poor imi­ 
tation of the real heart condition de­ 
manded by God (Ps. 51:10). 
Their 
hearts were far from God even though 
with their lips 
they 
professed 
to 
serve him, ‘‘and many 
like 
things 
ye do.” 
The service which is pleas­ 
ing to God is the doing of his will. It 
consists not in the fulfilling of a rit­ 
ual but in the fulfillment of life, e. g., 
a growing character. 
Disciples Perplexed. 
Jesus takes advantage of this dis­ 
cussion and turning to the mutitude 
upon whom the Pharisees would bind 
such a grievous burden of cermonial- 
ism and falsehood (Matt. 23:4) warns 
them that it is not so much that which 
enters Into a man that defiles him, but 
rather that which proceeds out of a 
man, r. 15. It seems quite natural that 
the disciples should be perplexed and 
should ask Jesus what was meant by 
such a statement. 
Jesus’ answer, ▼. 
18-23, shows us very 
clearly 
that 
these things coming forth, reveal the 
corruption within. 
Read 
Matthew 
12:34, 35, Gen. 6:5 and James 3:16-12. 
Real purity is purity of heart, if the 
heart be not cleansed, what will 
It 
avail if we wash the hands? 
What, 
then, is the application for this pres­ 
ent day? 
Clearly we are taught the 
danger of lip service without a change 
of heart. 
The danger of substituting 
the good for the best. 
Forms and 
ceremonies are good and have their 
place. 
They are significant. 
They 
are important teaching 
factors, but 
they must not be substituted for 
a 
pure heart. 
We must beware lest we 
hide behind such a mask. 
There is here also the plain teach­ 
ing as to Jesus’ estimate of the Pen­ 
tateuch and inferentially of the proph­ 
ecy of Isaiah. 
He specifically calls it 
the ‘‘Word of God.” 
Surely we can 
accept his estimate 
as 
contrasted 
with the traditions of the elders or 
the ‘‘consensus of modern thought.” 
There is here also a great opportu­ 
nity to emphasize filial duty. 
This 
is a day and a time that needs empha­ 
sis upon the fifth commandment. Con­ 
sideration of parents’ sacrifice, co-op­ 
eration with them in the bearing of 
burdens, comfort for them in sorrow 
and adversity, and cheer for them as 
they journey down life’s pathway. Fil­ 
ial disrespect and an iconoclastic ir­ 
reverence of things holy 
are 
two 
things that are cursing the rising gen­ 
eration. 
And lastly, there is here a lesson 
to emphasize as to what constitutes 
real 
cleansing. 
The 
believer 
is 
cleansed ‘‘once for all.” Heb. 10-1-12, 
but needs frequent daily confession 
that he may abide in unbroken fel­ 
lowship. 
The blood of Christ not 
only cleanses from the guilt but the 
defilement also.—Eph. 5:25-27 and I. 
John 5:6.

In England it is claimed that while 
the Pekin is not a great layer, it has 
not the fineness of flesh nor the early 
maturity of the Aylesbury. 
The Cayuga, the only American va­ 
riety, furnishes a meat of fine flavor, 
but on account of its black plumage 
makes a very unattractive appearance 
when dressed. 
The French epicures 
greatly appreciate the high quality of 
the Cayuga. This is about the only 
American product that we are not 
overly proud of. 
The gr *t\t secret of fattening duck­ 
lings Is to begin early, and this can 
only be attained by keeping the stock 
duck young.

There are many plans suggested for 
keeping and storing eggs, but a very 
simple one appears in a recent ex­ 
change: To every three gallons of 
water add one pound of fresh slaked 
lime and one-half pint of salt. Have it 
\vpll dissolved. Drop in your eggs one 
at a Nine, but nvnd do not crack them. 
If you wish to keep them one or two 
years you can do so. 
But you must 
use them as soon as taken out or they 
will spoil. 
When you put in all you 
wish, take a thin piece of board and 
put on top. and on that put a little salt 
and lime that the top may be as strong 
as the bottom. 
If these are kept at 
sea and in different climates, why not 
keep on land in a cool cellar? Should 
r you wish to keep to transport, dissolve 
sufficient gum shellac to make a thin 
varnish in alcohol, let them dry, then 
'after giving each egg a 
coat 
pack 
‘them in bran or sawdust. When want­ 
ed wash off the varnish and they are 
ready to be cooked.

I write only from my own expert-} 
ence of over 20 years in raising hogs 
for the market. 
Different 
localities and 
different 
feeds make a great deal more or less! 
profit in the keep of the hog. 
Some 
feed too long and consume part of thej 
profit, while others feed 
not long; 
enough or liberally enough to make 
What they ought to make. 
I run all my hogs on alfalfa from 
birth until sold, either for breeders or 
for the packer, and as soon as they 
weigh 200 pounds each, or about that, 
I sell or kill them. 
If you are feeding 
pure-blooded 
hogs (especially if the blood Is red) 
they will weigh from 175 to 
225 
pounds each at six or eight months 
of age. 
I think seven months old is 
the best age, and the most profitable 
hog we can sell. 
The younger you sell, the less risk 
of disease, the less trouble, time and 
feed it takes. 
The sooner you 
sell, 
the more room and the better care 
for the lext litter. 
The cheapest gain is made while 
the pig is small. 
A pig weighs about 
three pounds at birth. 
With reason­ 
able care it will gain on an average 
one-fourth pound a day for the first 
IO to 20 days. 
So you see it doubles its weight In 
12 days, and at GT* cents per bushel 
for corn, and $1.50 for IOO pounds 
for shorts the first three pounds of 
gain cost about throe and one-fcfurth j 
cents per pound, allowing eight pigs j 
to the litter for each sow. 
Don’t try to get the market ready | 
for your hogs, but get your hogs ready 
for the market. 
Sell them when they j 
are fat and not before. Keep the kind I 
that top the market and you will make 
money if feed rn high. 
Registered hogs gain faster, bring ; 
more money for the feeder, and make J 
more pounds of meat out of the grain j 
fed them than any other animal 
on 
earth..
